The labeling referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal
Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA) as amended, to delete the 0.176 Ib Ai/A year
maximum seed loading rate because it is already restricted by the seed application rate table, and
by the 0.8 Ib Ai/A/year for all application types (i.e., seed, in-furrow, foliar), has been reviewed
and found to be acceptable under FIFRA 3(c)(5).

Application on pelleted sugar beet seeds: Appjy Penthiopyrad 40SC as a commercial seed treatment on pelleted
sugar beet seeds at the rate given in the Application Rate table, below. Seed must be pelleted at a minimum weight
to weight ratio of 3:10 pelleting mixture to raw seed.

Use of the lower rate is recommended only under conditions of, or in fields with light to medium disease pressure.
Under conditions of, or in fields with a known history of heavy disease pressure, use of the higher rate is
recommended.

Do not use a separate penthiopyrad sugar beet in-furrow application after treating sugar beet seed with penthiopyrad.
Do not apply more than 0.8 Ibs a.i./acre/year to sugar beets in total from any combination of seed, in-furrow, and
foliar treatments.

NOTE: Use with an EPA approved dye that imparts an unnatural color to the seed. Federal regulations require that
bags containing treated seeds must be labeled with the following information. "This seed has been treated with
Penthiopyrad 40SC. Do not use for feed, food or oil purposes. Store away from feeds and foodstuffs. Treated seed
must be planted at a minimum depth of 0.75 inches (3/4 inch)."
